DOYLESTOW N, Pa., July 9— (IN S)— Guiaeppc 
Guida, 36-year-old Bristol Italian, was sentenced to 
die in the electric chair today for the murder of John 
Tilotta, 35, of Bristol, by Judge Samuel E. Shull, of 
Stroudsburg, substituting in the county criminal court 
here.

The murder took place last March. New York gun­ 
men were hired by Guida for $500 to slay Tilotta so 
the prisoner might elope with Maria, wife of the slain 
man, county officials asserted at the trial.
